The  area  of  -the  Urban  District  remained  imchanged  at  19*786  acres  and  Ihe 
estimated  population  increased  by  390  to  13*800,  Whilst  Ihe  main  forms  of 
employment  remain  much  the  same  as  in  former  years  it  is  noticeable  that  some 
useful  changes  are  taking  place.  On  the  agricultural  side  mechanical  equipment 
continues  to  expand  and  the  allied  undertakings  associated  with  the  preparation 
and  packaging  of  vegetables  has  increased.  In  Ihe  industrial  sphere  useful 
additions  have  been  established  amongst  which  may  be  noted  concrete  pipe  making, 
bag  making,  bed  covering  materials  and  metalwork.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  during  1968  the  Council  made  2  Demolition 
Orders  and  2  Closing  Orders,  12  houses  were  actually  demolished  which  included 
some  from  Demolition  Orders  made  during  1967.  3  families  were  rehoused  by  the 

Council  and  one  family  rehoused  themselves. 

No  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  received  during  1968, 
DRAINAGE 

Consultants  have  been  employed  and  have  commenced  survey  work  on  areas  not 
yet  Gcworcd,  Their  report  is  awaited  with  interest. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  following  is  the  information  requested  by  the  Mnistry:- 

(a)  whether  the  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has  been 
satisfactory  in  quality  and  in  quantity; 

Yes. 

(b)  where  there  is  a  piped  supply,  whether  bacteriological  examinations  were 
made  of  the  raw  water  and  where  treatment  is  installed,  of  the  water  going 
into  supply;  if  so,  how  many  and  the  results  obtained;  and  the  results  of 
any  chemical  analyses;  information  on  the  fluoride  content  of  the  various 
supplies  should  be  included  wherever  possible; 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Chemist  and  Bacteriologist  of  the 
Wisbech  and  District  Water  Board 

"Frequent  bacteriological  examinations  have  been  undertaken  during  1968 
on  samples  from  the  Board's  source-works  and  the  distribution  system  in  this 
area.  The  results  have  been  of  a  very  hi^  standard.  Many  chemical  analyses 
have  also  been  carried  out. 

All  new  mains  were  sterilised,  samples  taken  and  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tions  made  before  the  mains  were  put  into  searvice.  No  connections  were  permitted 
until  the  water  in  the  mains  was  of  the  highest  standard  of  purity. 

A  sample  taken  on  the  31st  December,  1968,  from  the  18"  main  at  Marham 
Pumping  Station  (Marham  nixed  treated  water)  on  which  a  fluoride  estimation 
was  carried  out,  had  a  fluoride  content  of  0.02  parts  per  million  (as  P) . 

There  were  no  cases  of  contamination  of  the  water  supply  in  March  Urban 
District  during  1968.

There  is  one  licensed  site  in  the  area  for  nine  caravans  and  a  further  five 
licences  are  operative  in  respect  of  seven  caravans, 

SWIMMING  POOL 

A  new  open  air  heated  swimming  pool  (110'  x  42')  was  opened  in  May,  1965  and 
in  addition  to  the  daily  checks  carried  out  by  the  staff  17  samples  were  taken  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Healtii  laboratory  at  Cambridge.  Two  were  not  satisfactory 
but  follow  up  samples  proved  satisfactory.  The  water  is  chlorinated  there  being 
a  six  hour  turnover, 

Tnere  are  three  schools  with  swimming  pools  and  three  samples  at  monthly 
intervals  were  taken  from  each  school,  all  samples  being  satisfactory. 

PET  ANIMLS  ACT.  1  951 

At  present  two  premises  are  registered  under  the  above  Act  and  these  are 
subject  to  inspection  by  the  R.S,P«C.A.  and  c^self. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT.  1956 

During  1968  two  applications  were  approved  under  the  above  Act. 

RATS  kW  MCE 

The  refuse  dumps  are  treated  monthly  and  the  sewers  are  dealt  with  annually. 
Infestation  in  the  sewers  is  almost  negligible. 

Following  the  retirement  of  the  Council's  Rodent  Operator,  a  private 
Contractor  is  now  employed  to  deal  with  infestation  generally.  A  free  service  is 
given  when  infestation  occurs  in  private  dwellings  and  shops. 

PETROLBIRI  (REGULITIONS)  ACT,  1928  AND  1956 

Under  the  above  Acts  55  licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum 
Spirit  and  1  for  the  storage  of  Calciim  Carbide. 

MEAT  AW  FOOD  INSPECTION

Two  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  during  1  968  and  the  niimber  of  animals  killed 
d\iring  the  year  at  the  two  slaughterhouses  is  as  follows

a  total  of  4195. 

In  order  to  inspect  these  animals  a  total  of  642  visits  was  required  to  the  two 
s laughterhous  es .

11  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  during  the  year  and  submitted 
to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Cambridge.  All  11 
samples  were  classified  Grade  I, 

At  the  end  of  the  year  34  shops  were  registered  for  the  sale 
of  ice  cream.  There  is  one  manufacturer  in  the  area.

The  Food  Hvicriene  (Markets.  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations.  1966 

The  above  Regulations  which  becane  operative  on  the  1st  January,  19^7 
lay  down  requirenents  as  to  food  hygiene  in  respect  of  narkets,  stalls  and 
delivery  vehicles.  In  this  respect  regular  visits  are  paid  to  the  stalls  on 
the  narket  and  ten  nobile  vans  were  inspected.  V/here  contraventions  on 
nobile  vans  are  found  the  van  owner  is  inforned  and  also  the  Public  Health 
Departnent  in  whose  area  the  van  is  stationed  and  this  S3roton  appears  to 
work  very  well  in  practice. 

POULTRY 


There  is  one  snail  poultiy  processing  business  where  conplete  evisceration 
takes  place  and  regular  visits  are  paid  to  the  prenises  although  slaughtering 
only  takes  place  veiy  occasionally,  sone  130  birds  being  dealt  with  in  12  months.' 
Weekly  visits  are  paid  to  the  local  narket  -vdiere  poultry  carcases  are  sold,  the 
carcases  in  this  case  having  been  'plucked'  but  not  eviscerated.  A  joint  visit 
is  paid  with  an  inspector  fron  the  Pood  and  Drugs  Authority  to  the  local  Christnas 
poultiy  sales  when  five  poultry  carcases  and  two  turkey  carco,ses  x^ere  taken  out 
of  sale ,
